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Floyd men 
indicted 
for bank 
robbery

VIRGIE - One of two Floyd 
County men indicted in Pike County 
in connection with an armed robbery 
at U.S. Bank at Virgie Nov. 13, was 
picked up last Wednesday and the 
other is still on the run. 

Claude Isaac, 35, of Hi Hat, and 
Anthony Gillespie, 25, of Grethel, are 
charged with first-degree robbery, 
theft by unlawful taking and as per- 
sistent felony offenders. 

Isaac was picked up as he sat in 
his vehicle outside a store in Bypro 
Wednesday evening. 

Authorities are still searching for 
Gillespie. 

According to a press release 
issued at the time of the incident, 
Kentucky State Police troopers and 
detectives responded to a complaint 
of an armed robbery at US Bank in 
the Virgie community of Pike County 
and obtained information that an 
unidentified male entered the busi- 
ness, brandished a weapon and 
demanded money. 

The unidentified male was 
described as wearing tan pants, a dark 
jacket, blue bandanna and a white 
cap. The press release said he exited 
the business and got on the back of a 
green Honda Foreman operated by 
another unidentified male who was 
wearing tan Carhartt coveralls, a 
hoodie, tan toboggan and gloves. 

According to the online court 
docket, both men are scheduled to be 
arraigned Dec. 13 in Pike Circuit 
Court.

With 8 weeks left, more 
than 100 file for local offices

Less than one month after filing opened, 114 can- 
didates have filed for local offices on the 2014 elec- 
tion ballot in Lawrence, Johnson, Floyd and Martin 
counties. 

With eight weeks before the filing deadline, the 
total includes 21 candidates in Lawrence County, 28 
in Johnson County, 20 in Martin County and 32 in 
Floyd County. 

In addition, 13 candidates have filed for judicial 



offices and state legislative seats up for election in 
those counties next year. 

The 2014 ballot will include practically all county 
and city offices in the Big Sandy region, and several 
judicial and state House and Senate seats. 

Also up for election next year will be Kentucky’s 
U.S. Senate seat currently held by Republican Mitch 
McConnell and the 7th District U.S. House seat pres- 
ently occupied by Republican Hal Rogers. Both offi- 
cials are seeking re-election.

INEZ - Foul play is suspected 
in the death Monday of an inmate 
at the United States Penitentiary 
Big Sandy in Martin County. 

According to a press release 
issued by public information offi- 
cer Phil Heffington, an incident 
occurred at approximately 3:15 
p.m. Monday between multiple 
inmates in a housing unit at the 
prison. 

“Staff immediately responded 
to the area,” the release said. 
“Gregory Kittle was transported to 
a local area hospital for treatment 
of life threatening injuries and was 
officially pronounced deceased at 
4:28 p.m.” 

The FBI was notified and an 
investigation is ongoing, the

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Audits of sheriffs 
are released

FRANKFORT - Audits 
of 2012 tax settlements of 
sheriff’s offices in Johnson 
and Floyd counties were 
released Monday by State 
Auditor Adam Edelen, with 
only minor instances of non- 
compliance found with the 
Johnson County audit. 

State Law requires the 
auditor to annually audit the 
accounts of each county 
sheriff and issues two reports 
each year, one on the sher- 
iff’s tax account and the 
other on the audit of the fee 
account used to operate the 
office. 

The audits found that the 
Johnson and Floyd sheriffs’ 
financial statement fairly 
presented the taxes charged, 
credited and paid for during 
the period of April 17, 2012, 
through April 15 of this year, 
in conformity with the modi- 
fied cash basis of account- 
ing. 

As part of the audit pro- 
cess, the auditor must com- 



ment on non-compliance 
with laws, regulations, con- 
tracts and grants. The audi- 
tor must also comment on 
material weaknesses involv- 
ing the internal control over 
financial operations and 
reporting. 

The audit found that the 
Johnson County Sheriff’s 
Office lacks adequate segre- 
gation of duties and, while 
reviewing the sheriff’s inter- 
nal control procedures, iden- 
tified a lack of adequate seg- 
regation of duties over 
receipts and disbursements. 

These control deficien- 
cies are present because one 
employee’s duties include 
accepting tax payments, 
recording taxes paid, prepar- 
ing the daily deposit, prepar- 
ing monthly tax reports, pre- 
paring monthly tax disburse- 
ments, and co-signing 
monthly tax disbursements, 
the audit said. 

In order to achieve a 
proper segregation of duties, 
related activities should be 
assigned to different indi- 
viduals, the audit said, but 



since budget restrictions 
may limit the number of 
staff the sheriff can hire, it 
may not be feasible to segre- 
gate accounting duties to dif- 
ferent individuals. 

In this situation, the sher- 
iff should implement com- 
pensating controls to miti- 
gate the effects of the lack of 
adequate segregation of 
duties, the audit also said. 

The audit recommended 
the sheriff review the month- 
ly tax reports and compare 
them to the checks written to 
the taxing districts, and then 
document them with the 
sheriff’s initials on the 
monthly reports. 

The audit recommended 
that the sheriff also review 
the monthly bank reconcilia- 
tion and compare the 
amounts deposited on the 
bank statement to the 
receipts ledger and docu- 
ment it with his initials on 
the bank reconciliation. 

Johnson County Sheriff 
Dwayne Price didn’t respond 
to the auditor’s recommen- 
dations, the audit said. 



Trial of ex-mayor, 
others delayed

PIKEVILLE - A trial 
scheduled for January for the 
former mayor of Martin and 
three other women charged 
with fraud has been delayed 
a couple of weeks to allow 
their attorneys more time to 
prepare. 

U.S. District Magistrate 
Judge Edward B . Atkins last 
week granted a brief contin- 
uance in the trial of former 
Martin Mayor Thomasine 
Robinson, Ginger Michaelle 
Halbert, Rita Christine 
Whicker and Ethel Lee 



Clouse. 

Atkins continued the Jan. 
6, 2014, trial to Jan. 21, 
2014, and denied a defense 
motion to designate the case 
as complex. 

The women are charged 
with conspiracy to defraud 
the SSA, theft of Social 
Security disability benefits 
and aggravated identity 
theft. 

Halbert, Whicker and 
Robinson are also charged 
with misappropriating mon- 
ey from a federal program. 

Halbert is additionally 
charged with failure to report 
her employment earnings to 
the SSA. 



The auditor noted no 
instances of non-compliance 
in Eloyd County Sheriff 
John K. Blackburn’s audit 
and no matters involving 
internal control over finan- 
cial reporting and its opera- 
tion that were considered to 
be material weaknesses. 




According to the indict- 
ment, from 2006 until Janu- 
ary 2013, Halbert, who pur- 
portedly worked on a volun- 
teer basis, was secretly paid 
with federal funds that were 
primarily intended for the 
Martin Community Center 
(MCC) and the Housing 
Authority of Martin (HAM). 
To conceal the scheme, the 
defendants allegedly 
arranged for the checks to be 
made payable to Halbert’s 
son, Jeremy Pack, the indict- 
ment says. 

All of the women pleaded 
not guilty to the charges dur- 
ing their arraignments.

and doing so while he carried 
a firearm. 

The remaining 10 counts 
of the indictment will be dis- 
missed as recommended by 
prosecutors in a plea agree- 
ment, which included details 
of Kline’s crime. 

The agreement says Ken- 
tucky State Police detectives 
met with a confidential infor- 
mant (Cl) July 5 for the pur- 
pose of making a controlled 
purchase of oxycodone from 
Kline. 

“They equipped the Cl 
with an audio recording 
device, conducted their own 
video surveillance and pro- 
vided the Cl $ 3,000 for the 
purchase of oxycodone from 
the Defendant,” the plea 
agreement says. “The Cl pur- 
chased 100 oxycodone pills 
from the Defendant on July 5 , 
2013, inside the Cl’s business 
in Johnson County, Kentucky. 
During the drug transaction 



the Defendant produced a Kel 
Tec 9 millimeter semiauto- 
matic pistol from his pocket, 
unloaded it and handed it to 
the Cl to examine. When the 
Cl handed the firearm back to 
the Defendant, the Defendant 
reloaded the firearm and 
placed it back in his pocket. 
The Defendant was arrested 
outside of the business and 
found in possession of the buy 
money and a loaded 9 milli- 
meter Kel Tec semiautomatic 
pistol.” 

A state search warrant was 
obtained for Kline’s resi- 
dence, where police found 17 
firearms, 600 assorted Sched- 
ule IV controlled substances, 
90 15 -milligram oxycodone 
pills and 33 30-milligram 
oxycodone pills, the agree- 
ment says. 

“The Defendant also sold 
an additional 116 oxycodone 
pills to various CIs on the 
dates listed in the Indictment,” 
the agreement says. “ The 
pills were sent to the Ken- 
tucky State Police Forensic 



Laboratory for analysis and 
determined to contain oxyco- 
done, a Schedule II controlled 
substance.” 

The federal indictment 
charged Kline with distribu- 
tion and possession with 
intent to distribute Oxycodo- 
ne, Carisoprodol and Alpra- 
zolam; carrying a firearm dur- 
ing and in relation to drug 
trafficking; and possession of 
a firearm by an unlawful user 
of marijuana. 

Kline, who indicated in 
March that he wanted run for 
Johnson County sheriff in 
2014, told a confidential 
informant that he was one of 
the county’s biggest drug 
dealers, according to court 
records. 

In August, U.S. Magistrate 
Judge Edward Atkins ordered 
Kline to remain detained until 
his scheduled trial, ruling that 
he was a danger to society. 

Kline’s sentencing is set 
for March 11, 2014, in U.S. 
District Court in Pikeville.

The holidays are a time 
for family, feasting, fun 
and - let’s face it - stress. 
The more stressed you are, 
the more likely it is you’ll 
make mistakes. It could be 
something minor like for- 
getting the cranberry sauce, 
or it could be major like 
downloading a finance- 
stealing virus on your com- 
puter. 

Here are four major 
tech mistakes people make 
during the holidays, and 
how you can avoid them. 

1 . Using unsecured Wi- 
Fi 

Your family arrives 
with smartphones, tablets 
and laptops in tow, and 
demands to use the Wi-Fi. 
No problem, until every- 
one starts having trouble 
with your super- secure - 
and hard to type - Wi-Fi 
password. 

So in frustration you 
decide to just turn off your 
Wi-Fi security. While your 
family now has easy 
access, so do the neighbors 
and anyone who happens 
to wander by. That’s bad. 

Instead, choose a sim- 
pler password while your 
family is in town. Or check 
your router’s manual to see 
if you can enable a guest 
network. This is a second 
network that guests can use 
while keeping your com- 
puters and gadgets safe. 

Wi-Fi worries aren’t 
just at home, however. If 
you’re traveling, beware of 
the free Wi-Fi available in 
the hotel, restaurants or air- 
port. Who knows what 
snoopers are on the net- 
work with you? Avoid vis- 
iting sensitive websites - 
like your bank - until you 
get on a secure, private 
network. 

2. Buying an extended 
warranty 

In your rush to buy that 
special holiday gift, you 
might buy something you 
wouldn’t normally. I’m 
talking about an extended 
warranty. 

Extended warranties 
are almost always a mon- 
ey-loser for the customer. 
Most gadgets either break 
within the free factory war- 
ranty period or after the 
extended warranty expires. 

Instead, check with 
your credit card company. 
It might automatically 
extend the factory warran- 
ty on things you buy with a 
certain card. You can also 
shop around; some stores 
will extended the factory 
warranty for free as an 
incentive to buy. 

3. Giving your kids or 
grandkids unsafe gadgets 

A tablet, smartphone, 
ereader or video game con- 
sole is on almost every 
kid’s wish list this year. As 
a loving parent - or grand- 
parent - you decide to 
oblige. 

You’ll treasure the look 
of joy on their little faces 
when they open their shiny 
new gadget on Christmas 
morning! However, if you 
aren’t careful, that can turn 
to shock when they acci- 
dentally load up a video, 
website or book that isn’t 
age appropriate. 

Before you give any 
gadget to a child, take it 
out of the packaging a few 
days in advance and make 
sure you know how it 
works. Set any parental 
controls and be sure you 
know the rating systems 
for games and apps. 

On the big day, set 
aside time to chat with 
your child about the gad- 
get. Establish rules about 
what they can and can’t 
watch or play. Start them 
on the road to becoming a 
responsible digital citizen 
early. If you aren’t sure 
where to start, I have plen- 
ty of advice on teaching 
kids to use tech wisely.

Ratliff receives 
certification 

PRESTONSBURG - The 



Highlands Center for Autism 
is once again making a name 
for itself as one of its own, 
Ashley Ratliff, recently 
received a national certifica- 
tion as a board certified 
behavior analyst (BCBA). 

Ratliff joins an elite rank 
of only 120 other certified 
behavior analysts in the state. 

Board certified behavior 
analysts (BCBAs), as well as 
board certified assistant 
behavior analysts (BCABAs), 
are nationally certified practi- 
tioners who use the science of 
learning and behavior to make 
improvements in socially sig- 
nificant behaviors. Often 
BCBAs work with individuals 
diagnosed with Autism Spec- 
trum Disorder (ASD), Atten- 
tion Deficit Hyperactivity 
Disorder (ADHD), obesity, 
addictions, but also can be 
found working with individu- 
als who do not hold a diagnos- 
tic label, for example, they 
can be found in areas such as 
Organizational Behavior 
Management (OBM) which 
may address issues such as 
increasing employee satisfac- 
tion, retention, and productiv- 
ity. At Highlands Center for 
Autism, BCBAs use their 
expertise to design and super- 
vise treatment plans in order 
to effectively treat behaviors 
that interfere with functioning 
and put into place skills to 
help children succeed. This 
work allows children access 
to the only such treatment 
proven effective in improving 
their quality of life. 

To achieve this rank, 
Ratliff first received her mas- 
ter’s degree in clinical psy- 
chology at Morehead State 
University. In addition, she

ponent that included a supple- 
mental 15 credit hours of 
behavior analytic coursework 
at the University of North 
Texas and a clinical compo- 
nent that included over 1 ,500 
hours of clinical work under 
the supervision of Dr. Shelli 
Deskins, Ph.D., BCBA-D. 
Eollowing completion of 
these components, Ratliff suc- 
cessfully sat for and passed 
the national exam. 

“We are so proud of Ash- 
ley’s accomplishments,” 
Deskins said. “She has worked 
hard to achieve this certifica- 
tion and is also the first staff 
member at the center to have 
done so. Ashley’s achieve- 
ments continue to show how 
important the field of behav- 
ior analysis is to improving 
the quality of life for children 
with ASD and their families.”

More than 16,000 people 
participated in the survey, 
with responses being received 
from every county in Ken- 
tucky. This was the first cam- 
paign of its kind for the Ken- 
tucky Transportation Cabinet 
that achieved such widespread 
participation. 

The results show an over- 
whelming number of partici- 
pants would like the state to 



focus on maintaining and 
improving the existing high- 
way system, with a focus on 
bridges and roadway surface, 
but also indicate a desire for 
development of multimodal 
options for their trips where 
possible.
